Thinking  people,  including  steady  and 
sincere  elements  in  the  ranks  ol  organized 
labor,  will  approve  of  the  decision  of  the 
British  Columbia  Government  to  retain  pro- 
vision in  its  labor  relations  for  a supervised 
secret  ballot  of  the  workers  of  any  establish- 
ment before  the  final  action  of  a strike 
may  be  called  for  any  cause  Honest  indi- 
viduals have  nothing  to  fear  from  such  a 
provision,  which  assures  to  them  that  they 
will  be  consulted  first  as  to  what  course  they 
wish-  to  follow. 

T his  provision  in  labor  legislation  exists 
now  and  it  can  put  an  end  to  some  practices 
which  have  been  too  evident  in 'this  Prov 
ince.  as  elsewhere  in  Canada.  Among  these 
was  the  manner  in  which  left-wing  adherents 
edged  into  unions,  secured  office  in  them, 
and  gradually  collected  proxies  in  place  ol 
votes.  Armed  with  these  proxies,  they  could 
bring  any  work  to  a standstill  without  con 
suiting  the  workers.  Not  only  they  could, 
but  repeatedly  did 

The  supervised  secret  ballot  will  end  that. 
It  will  be  open  to  every  craftsman  to  say 
what  he  wishes  to  do  in  any  given  situation, 
where  conciliation  and  arbitration  have 
broken  down  1 he  strike  is  the  last  and 
the  final  act.  The  right  to  strike  can  never 
be  removed  from  any  group  of  individuals 
without  greater  harms  resulting  in  its  wake. 
But  the  engineered  and  artificial  strike  can 
be  weeded  out.  and  by  the  workers  them- 
selves. I he  secret  ballot  is  their  protec- 
tion. and  its  supervision  at  the  hands  ol  the 
Crown  is  a just  guarantee  for  all  of  the 
people. 

There  will  be  some,  ol  course,  who  will 
nut  like  that.  There  will  be  trouble-makers 
and  agitators  who  have  never  done  an  honest 
day's  work  in  their  lives.  The  secret  strike 
ballot  may  end  their  easy  living.  But  is  it 
not  time/  British  Columbia  does  not  wish 
any  repetition  ol  the  glaring  examples  ol 
strike  manipulation  which  it  witnessed  dur- 
ing the  war  and  since. 

Not  Inrxhaufttihlr 

The  resources  of  a people  are  not  inex- 
haustible. T he  belief  that  taxation  can  go 
on  and  on.  that  public  expenditures  can  climb 
higher  and  higher,  that  one  ha*  only  to  de- 
clare a need  to  have  it  filled  from  the  tax- 
payers' pockets,  would  carry  any  state  to 
penury  in  short  order. 

Peoples  may  sustain  a high  rate  of  taxa- 
tion for  a time,  such  as  in  self-defence  in  war. 
Even  then  it  must  be  remembered  that  no  war 
is  wholly  paid  for,  or  indeed  even  half  paid 
for.  out  of  revenue.  T he  bulk  of  jts  cost  is 
borrowed.  If  those  borrowings  are  not  re- 
duced they  rest  like  a pall  over  the  nation  for 
long  years  to  come;  rhe  first  cut  from  its 
profits,  the  extra  burden  on  its  least  self- 
supporting  citizen 

It  u high  time  in  Canada  that  Parliament, 
legislatures.  Councils  and  all  taxing  authori- 
ties took  a good  long  look  at  what  the  Ca- 
nadian tax  bill  is  now  It  certainly  is  ab- 
normal. It  surely  cannot  indefinitely  be 
sustained  if  this  nation  is  to  prosper  and 
grow.  The  w(ar  debt  must  be  reduced 
Extraordinary  outlays  must  be  curtailed 
T he  emergency  mind,  and  the  emergency 
excuse  for  public  spending,  must  somehow 
be  trimmed  and  brought  into  line 

Even  the  longest  purse  has  a bottom.  The 
public  purse  is  not  inexhaustible  What  the 
people  order  they  must  pay  for.  and.  one 
way  with  another,  they  arc  ordering  a lot. 
The  easy  belief  that  someone  else  will  pay 
for  it  does  not  stand  up  on  accurate  exami- 
nation. 

Governments  may  spend,  but  it  * the 
people  who  pay  for  that.  In  the  war  years 
Canada  was  over  expending  quite  rapidly. 
Nor  has  that  changed  much  yet.  Retrench- 
ment must  come  sooner  or  later  It  will 
tome  the  sooner  as  the  public  learns  to  de 
mjnd  prudence  from  its  law-makers,  and 
conservation  from  all  men  in  public  office 

Veterans’  Homes 

In  approving  the  building  of  |0Q  new 
low-rental  homes  for  war  veterans  under 
the  agency  of  the  Central  Housing  and  Mort- 
gage Corporation  the  City  Council  has  taken 
another  worthwhile  step  to  alleviate  the 
housing  shortage  among  ex  servicemen  and 
their  families.  This  will  make  some  400 
wartime  and  veterans'  homes  which  the  City 
has  sanctioned  as  evidence  of  its  desire  to 
bear  reasonable  share  in  the  pressures  which 
tbe  war  and  its  aftermath  brought  to  this 
area.  The  smallest  and  least  wealthy  of  the 
four  municipalities.  Esquimau,  also  took 
part  in  the  wartime  housing  program,  but 
Oak  Bay  and  Saanich  have  until  now  turned 
a deaf  ear  to  all  pleas  for  their  co-operation. 

One  doubts  that  even  under  favorable 
building  circumstances  that  the  goal  of  600 
low-rental  houses  sought  by  the  Citizens 
Rehabilitation  Council  could  be  attained  in 
the  Victoria  area  by  next  Autumn,  but  if 
applied  vigorously  the  collective  efforts  of 
all  four  municipalities  could  go  a long  way 
towards  this  aim  It  is  Co  be  hoped  that 


Saanich  and  Oak  Bay  will  reconsider  then 
stand  and  be  prepared  to  play  their  pari  in 
providing  homes  for  veterans  to  whom  this 
whole  area  stands  in  debt  Technicalities 
did  not  stand  in  the  way  of  their  service 
abroad,  and  municipalities  should  not  stand 
aloof  from  this  problem  now. 

As  pointed  out  by  the  Rehabilitation 
Council,  these  homes  are  needed  badly  to 
provide  shelter  for  families  now  lodged  in 
the  former  Macaulay.  Colwood  and  Tilli- 
cum  military  huts.  These  quarters  are  at 
best  makeshift  in  character.  They  were  not 
intended  to  be  permanent,  nor  can  they  sub 


st it ur r tor  oruina 
There  is  an  obligation  resting  upon  all  muni- 
cipal bodies  of  (his  area  to  get  veterans  fam- 
ilies out  of  there  and  housed  under  per 
manent  roofs  before  next  Winter,  if  at  all 
possible.  An  opportunity  to  do  so  is  af- 
forded by  the  Dominion  Government  s 
scheme  for  low-rental  homes,  and  full  ad- 
vantage should  be  taken  of  this  plan 

T he  City's  agreement  to  approve  1 00  ol 
the  new  low  rental  houses  is  a lead  that  de- 
serves to  be  followed  by  the  surrounding 
municipalities.  With  all  four  local  govern- 
ing bodies  working  in  conjunction  on  this 
particular  housing  problem  considerable 
progress  could  be  made  "I  be  responsibility 
facing  this  whole  area  in  this  connection 
, cannot  be  gainsaid,  nor  can  it  be  left  mainly 
to  one  governing  body. 

Mrrlal  Designs 

Even  though  no  doubt  they  will  have  some 
lime  to  w ait  for  the  actual  issue  of  the  medal. 
Canadian  veterans  of  the  World  War  will  be 
interested  in  the  design  that  has  been  ap- 
proved for  the  War  Medal,  which  will  go  to 
most  men  and  women  who  served  in  uniform 
between  the  years  1939  and  1945.  There 
is  a bewildering  number  of  other  campaign 
medals  yet  to  be  minted  and  issued  in  token 
of  special  service  on  this  or  that  front,  but 
the  War  Medal  will  be  common  to  all  who 
took  a military  part  in  the  war  It  will  be 
struck  at  the  Royal  Mint  in  cupro-nickel 
alloy,  and  issued  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  design  chosen  seems  appropriate  for 
the  all-inclusive  nature  of  the  award,  em- 
bracing as  it  does  service  in  various  corners  of 
the  globe.  The  obverse  of  the  medal  bears 
the  royal  effigy,  crowned,  while  the  reverse 
shows  a lion  standing  triumphantly  on  the 
body  of  a doube-headed  dragon.  The  two 
heads,  an  eagle  s and  a dragon  s,  signify,  re- 
spectively. the  principal  Occidental  and 
Oriental  enemies  The  War  Medal  is  1 42 
inches  in  diameter,  roughly  the  customary 
size  of  circular  military  emblems  of  this 
nature. 

Upwards  of  a million  Canadians  may  be 
entitled  to  the  War  Medal,  in  addition  to 
the  millions  of  other  campaign  awards  yet 
to  be  issued  in  actual  form.  It  becomes  the 
custom  to  deprecate  the  possession  of  these 
medals  as  time  goes  on,  but  most  ex-service 
men  cherish  their  official  evidence  of  the  part 
they  played  in  a national  emergency.  When 
received  the  War  Medal  may  be  put  away  in 
a drawer  along  with  the  other  trophies  of 
1939-45.  but  it  will  nevertheless  be  a tan- 
gible reminder  of  days  never  to  be  forgotten. 
The  chosen  design  will  recall  the  global 
nature  of  stern  service  abroad.

It  was  the 
same  drear,  she  hurl  worked  on  as  a 
young  woman  In  England.

Special  efforts  will  be  made  to 
Uvrease  production  and  perfect  the 
quality  of  British  Columbia's 
rtipldly  expanding  tuna  fishing  In- 
dustry In  coming  months  This  Is 
evident  by  the  fact  that  a new 
5una  research  vessel  will  be  In  op- 
eration on  the  British  Columbia 
aoaxt  next  Autumn. 

The  new  sldp  Is  to  be  under  the 
direction  of  J.  A Whitmore  Federal 
LVpartment  of  Fisheries  supervisor 
in  Vancouver. 

Tuna  fishing  U now  oonaidered 
the  most  promising  section  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia’s  youngest  industry, 
due  to  a cutback  in  the  cod  catch. 
Uie  short  hex*  or  halibut  seasons, 
and  almost  full  development  of  the 
salmon  field  Fisheries  department 
officials  are  therefore  Intent  on  de- 
veloping the  tuna  field  U>  the  larg- 
•st  possible  extent. 

The  research  vessel  will  be  used 
ko  chart  movement  of  tuna  north- 
ward. in  line  where  the  Albecorw. 
largest  tuna  species  disappear  The 
ship  will  also  be  prepared  lo  effect 
rescue  operations.
